but. to seek knowledge as to existing 
conditions in order to exercise 
the 
highest possible intelligence in reach- 
ing conclusions fts to the needs and as 
to tho best and quickest way to meet 
such needs. 
The members of the commission, 


who are all exceedingly busy men. are 
willingly a*nd cheerfully giving of their 
thought and their time and their en- 
•rgies to this work without couipensa- 
-iun and without hope of reward other 
than thitt which comes from the sat- 
isfaction of rendering a 
public ser- 


vice. Wo feel confident that the ciii- 
sien.s that \\> are to call upon to give 
us information out'of their experience 
will in like spirit cheerfully respond 
and do what they can to educate the 
commission along the necessary lines, 
so that the commission may lu turn 
educate the legislature nnd the state 
on Hies** matters.
